CHAPTER 508—8. F. No. 79.

An Act proposing an amendment to article nine (9) of
the Constitution of the State of Minnesota, authorizing the
state auditor to levy an acreade tav on lands insured against
Loss by hail and wind at the option of the owners of said land
for the purpose of creating an insurance fund against damage
to creps by hail or wind storms or both, and te provide for the
manner of handling and distriluiing of the said fund.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Section 1. The following amendment to article nine (9) of
the constitution of the state of Minnesota is hereby proposed to
the people of said state for their approval or rejection, which
amendment, when so approved, shall be known as section seven-
teem (17) of artiele nine (9) and shall read as follows:

“Seetion 17. The legislature may provide for the payment,
by the state of Minnesota, of damages to growing crops by hail
and wind, or either, and 1o provide a fund for that purpose, in-
cluding the necessary expenses of giving effeet to this aet, may
impose a speeific tax upon lands, the owners of which, at their
option, have listed the same with county auditors for that pur-
pose, and no payment shall be made of any such damages except
from the fund so provided.”

Sec. 2. The amendment hercin shall be submitted to the
people for their approval or rejection at the general clection for
the year of nineteen hundred and ten (1910) and the gualified
voters of the state shall, in their respective districts at snch elec-
tions, vote for or against such amendment by ballot, and the re-
turns thercof shall be made and certified at the same time and in
the same manner as is provided by law with reference to siate
officers, and if it shall appear that a majorily of all voters veting
at sueh election shall have voted in favor of said amendment, the
povernor shall make proclamation thereof, and said amendment
shall thereupon take effect and be in force as part of the consti-
tution of the state. The ballots used at such clections shall have
printed thereon the following:

laws of the state.”’

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage.

dAn Act proposing an amendmnent to scction 23 of article
4 of the Constitution of the Stale of Minnesota, relating to the
enumeration of the inhabitants of the state, the preseribing of
the bounds of congressional, senatorial and representative dis-
tricts and the apportionment of senators and representalives.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. The following amendment of section 23, article
4 of the constitution of the state of Minnesota is hereby proposed
to the people of the state of Minnesota for their approval or re-
jection, that is to say: said section 23 of said article 4 shall be
amended to read as follows:

““Seetion 23. The legislature shall provide by law for enu-
meration of the inhabitanis of this state in the year 1915 and every
ten (10) years thereafter. At any session after any enumeration
of the inhabitants of this state made pursuwant to law and also
at any session after each enumeration made by the authority of
the United States, the legislature shall have the power to pre-
seribe the bounds of congressional, senatorinl and representative
districts, or any of the same, and to apportion anew the senators
and representatives among the several distriets according to the
provisions of scetion 2 of this article.”’

Sec. 2. Such proposed amendment shall be submitted to the
people for their approval or rejection at the gencral cleetion for
the year 1910, and the qualified electors of the state in their re-
spective distriets may at such clection vote for or against such
proposed amendment by ballot, and the returns thereof shall be
made and certified within the tiine, sueh vote canvassed and the
result thereof declared in the manner provided by law with ref-
erence to the election of state officers, and if it shall appear
thereupon that majority of all the electors voting at such elec-
tion shall have voted for and ratified the said amendment as pro-
vided in the next section hereof, then the governor shall make
proclamation thereof, and such amendment so ratified shall take
effect and be in force as a part of the constitution.

See. 3. The ballots used at such eleetion on such proposed
amendment shall have printed thereon: ‘‘Amendment of section
